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BOB CONSIDINE ELECTED OPC PRESIDENT; 
PROMISES YEAR OF ACTION AND ACTIVITY 
Club's Financial Picture Heralded 
As "Best in History of OPC" 
With High Cash Reserves

Past President BOB CONSIDINE was returned to the helm of the Overseas Press Club of 
America for a second term at the OPC's Annual Meeting at the Hotel Shelton on Wednesday, 
April 28. The veteran International News Service columnist and correspondent was 
unanimously elected to succeed J. CLIFFORD STARK. 
Vice president elected in order were JOHN BARKHAM, WAYNE RICHARDSON and BRUNO SHAW, 
© while A. WILFRED MAY was voted in as Secretary-Treasurer. 


Names of Board members elected appear on Page 2 of The Bulletin. 

Past President J. CLIFFORD STARK opened the meeting and reported to the membership 
on the progress of remodeling of the Club's new Memorial Press Center at 35 East 39th 
Street. He said that an additional $7,000 was required to complete the reconstruction 
phase, bringing estimated total expenditures to $104,000. 

"More money is still needed," he said, "to pay for decorating. Furniture will cost 
at least another $30,000, while kitchen equipment will run to $20,000. These purchases 
and installations will have to be made before we can physically occupy the clubhouse and 


before it can operate."

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Retiring Secretary-Treasurer JOSEPH J. WURZEL, in his concluding fiscal report, 
said that the Club today enjoys its strongest financial position in years. While the 
cash reserve in 1951 stood at only $8,000, today's cash reserve has soared to $45,000. 

He also said that 1954 had meant almost doubled profits for the Overseas Press Club. 
That profit amounts to $19,070. 

Budget Committee Chairman BRUNO SHAW then reported on his efforts to prepare a work- 
able Club budget. He said he had consulted Manager James V. Foley, auditors and operators 
of a similar club to determine what budget would be best for the Club. The budget was 
submitted to Past President Stark. 

Before turning over the chair to President CONSIDINE at 10:22 PM, Past President 
STARK paid tribute to the cooperation and achievements of the various Committees which 
operated during his administration, and to the Club Headquarters staff. 

President CONSIDINE declared he was assuming his new duties "with exhuberance", 
and promised that efforts would be made to permit a wider choice of Club candidates by 
Members at future annual meetings. 

His program, he said, would include: news-worthy luncheons, housewarmings, cocktail 
parties, and increased participation in all activities by Members. Such events, 
CONSIDINE predicted, would develop favorable publicity for the Club which would, in turn, 
stimulate increased contributions to the Correspondents Fund. 

Five absentee ballots received past the deadline prescribed in the By-Laws were 
voided by vote of the membership, although it was decided to consider action to amend 
the By-Laws to permit Members, called out of town unexpectedly, to vote. 

It was also moved by MATTHEW HUTTNER to increase the number of alternates to the 
Board of Governors to five because of ties in the voting. This was referred to counsel 
for decision.

@ ASIA AUTHORITY TELLS OPC USE OF U.S. TROOPS IN INDO-CHINA LIKELY IF FRENCH LEAVE 
IAAI 

Harlan Cleveland, executive editor of The Reporter magazine, told an OFC audience 
last Thursday, April 22, the possibilities were good that the U.S. would have to send 
troops into Indo-China. 

Cleveland, ex-ECA expert on China and Asian aid affairs, and His Excellency, G. L. 
Mehta, Indian Ambassador to the U.S., both appeared as guest speakers at the luncheon 
session in Toots Shor's Restaurant. The Indian official's comment, however, was “off 
the record". Ambassador Mehta made this request, saying he wished to give the Club his 
frank opinion but felt it would be inappropriate to do so publicly only four days before 
the start of the Geneva conference. 

The gist of Cleveland's remarks was that the U.S. simply could not afford to lose 
Indo-China to the Red world. In a question-and-answer period following the short talk, 
he was asked about the likelihood of a Korean-type stalemate resulting in Indo-China. 

He replied, in effect, that whether we achieve victory, suffer a loss or create a stale- 
mate, the U.S. would have no choice except to enter the conflict should the French pull 
out or the Chinese Reds do something more to make American action necessary. 

The well-attended meeting marked the final luncheon to be presided over by out-going 
OPC President J. CLIFFORD STARK. On the dais with him were MANNY FREEDMAN, New York
